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RESOLUTION 


WHEREAS,  the  Alumni  Association  of  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia, 
as  it  is  now  organized  has  in  the  past,  does  now,  and  will  undoubtedly 
continue  in  the  future  to  render  desirable  and  beneficial  services  to  the 
College,  students,  and  alumni,  and 

WHEREAS,  many  alumni  associations  are  under  direct  control  of  their 
college  administrations  rather  than  an  autonomous  body  such  as  ours. 

NOW,  THEREFORE  LET  IT  BE  RESOLVED,  that  the  Alumni  Asso- 
ciation of  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  at  its  annual  meeting  on  May 
30,  1955,  does  hereby  affirm  its  intention  of  remaining  an  organization, 
separate  and  distinct  from  any  other,  working  in  cooperation  with  the 
College  and  supporting  it  in  every  feasible  manner,  but  its  actions  are  to 
be  at  the  direction  of  this  body  and  the  Board  of  Trustees  only,  and 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  this  shall  be  the  continuing  policy 
of  this  Association  until  it  is  reversed  or  modified  at  a  subsequent  annual 
meeting. 

(This  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted.) 
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Purposes  and  Functions 

of  the 

Medical  College  of  Virginia  Alumni 

Association 

1.  Publication  of  the  Scarab  to  disseminate  information  about  the  college,  the  Association,  and  our  own  alumni.  Tin- 
publication  is  sent  to  all  MCV  graduates,  the  faculty,  and  members  of  the  Virginia  Legislature 

2.  Maintenance  of  records  pertaining  to  our  alumni,  including  an  alphabetical  file,  a  school /class  file,  and  a  geographical 
file. 

3.  Adding  to  the  building  fund  established  for  the  replacement  of  the  Alumni  House,  1105  East  Clay  Street,  when  the 
expansion  of  the  College  encompasses  this  area.  In  the  interim,  this  fund  must  be  expanded  and  continue  to  be  wisel) 
invested  to  insure  maximum  growth. 

4.  Accepting  contributions  for  the  growth  of  the  MCV  Alumni  Association  Endowment  Fund  w  ithin  the  MCV  Foundation. 

5.  Administration  of  the  three  scholarship  funds  and  one  Award  and  the  encouragement  of  the  founding  of  other  such 
funds. 

6.  Establishing  rapport  with  civic  leaders  and  the  community  at  large. 

7.  Insisting  and  working  for  the  maintenance  of  the  identity  of  MCV  within  the  University  system  and  exerting  every  effort 
possible  to  assure  MCV's  continued  excellence. 

8.  Planning  and  arranging  the  reunion  week  end,  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  the  College  before  the  alumni  and  promoting 
fellowship,  hoping  that  it  provides  a  meaningful  and  pleasant  experience.  We  assist  the  class  chairmen  with  letters  to  their 
classmates,  and  we  give  a  luncheon  for  all  returning  alumni  and  arrange  the  dinner/dance  and  brunch. 

9.  Helping  to  arrange  and  cosponsor  scientific  assemblies. 

10.  Advising  the  students  on  the  purposes  and  functions  of  the  Alumni  Association. 

11.  Welcoming  the  new  students  to  the  MCV  Campus  with  a  function  suggested  by  the  student  government. 

12.  Cosponsoring  with  the  MCV  Foundation  a  dance  or  other  activity  of  their  choice  honoring  all  students  upon  their 
graduation  from  MCV. 

13.  Providing  gifts  when  needs  are  presented  and  funds  are  available,  as  examples,  the  $100,000  for  the  Alumni  Lounge  in 
the  dormitories  for  the  use  of  students  and  the  piano  in  the  Larrick  Center. 

14.  Staying  informed  as  to  the  requirements  of  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  and  its  individual  faculties  and  schools  and 
continually  seeking  avenues  to  provide  monies  and  other  resources,  as  for  example  the  establishment  of  departmental 
chairs. 

15.  Appointing  liaison  committees,  chaired  by  the  vice  presidents,  to  establish  better  liaison  between  the  schools  of  the 
College  and  the  Alumni. 

16.  Setting  up  of  three  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  conduct  the  business  of  the  Association  to  which  the  rector  of 
the  Board  of  Visitors,  VCU,  the  president  of  VCU,  and  a  representative  from  the  administration  of  VCU  are  invited  to 
give  reports. 

17.  Recognition  of  outstanding  alumni  and  the  presentation  of  an  honorarium  to  outstanding  faculty  members  when 
appropriately  recommended. 

18.  Arranging  functions  for  the  alumni  at  their  society  or  association  meetings. 

19.  Activation  and  stimulation  of  14  alumni  chapters  from  Puerto  Rico  to  New  York,  the  purpose  of  the  chapters  being  to 
continue  to  foster  a  spirit  of  loyalty  and  fraternity  among  the  graduates  and  former  students  in  their  geographical  area  and 
to  promote  the  welfare  of  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia.

Dear  Alumnus. 


The  MCV  Alumni  Association  was  organized  in  1889  and  was  housed  in  a  small 
office  in  McGuire  Hall  for  a  number  of  years.     Our  records  on  the  activities  and 
accomplishments  of  our  association  during  the  early  years  of  its  existence  are  not 
too  clear.     The  first  president  was  Dr.   John  B.   Newton,  M'1860,   of  Richmond,    Virginia. 

In  reviewing  the  deeds  of  the  illustrious  men  of  science  who  have  served  as 
president  since  Doctor  Newton  we  find  that  during  the  early  years,   as  now,    the  MCV 
Alumni  Association  directed  its  efforts  toward  the  advancement  of  the  College  and 
maintaining  a  spirit  of  loyalty  and  fraternity  among  our  alumni.     The  Association 
was  reorganized  as  an  independent  corporation  in  1943  and  in  1947  purchased  the 
house  at  1105  East  Clay  Street  which  we  now  occupy.     Later  we  purchased  the  proper- 
ty at  1107  East  Clay  Street  which  is  rented  and  furnishes  us  additional  income  to 
carry  on  our  programs.     These  purchases  were  made  possible  by  generous  contributions 
from  a  number  of  our  alumni.      We  are  justly  proud  of  our  alumni,   many  of  whom  have 
gone  out  and  established  themselves  to  our  credit  in  states,    towns,   and  cities 
throughout  our  land  as  well  as  numerous  foreign  countries. 

Our  alumni  reunions  each  year  are  unforgettable  occasions.     Alumni  come  from 
great  distances  to  renew  old  acquaintances,   attend  their  class  reunions,   and  sort 
of  relive  their  student  days  at  MCV.     This  year  they  came  from  New  York,   California, 
Costa  Rico,  Puerto  Rico  and  many  other  distant  places  to  attend  functions  arranged 
by  the  Alumni  Association. 

There  are  a  few  who  feel  that  the  MCV  and  VCU  Alumni  Association  should  merge 
into  one  Association,   serving  both  the  uptown  and  MCV  campuses.     This  is  a  theory 
with  which  this  scribe  could  not  more  vehemently  disagree.     In  my  judgement  there 
is  no  way  that  now  or  at  any  future  time  the  activities  and  functions  that  mean  so 
much  to  MCV  Alumni  could  be  coordinated  from  an  uptown  office. 

It  was  my  privilege  to  serve  as  president  of  our  association  during  the  year 
1959;     at  that  time  we  had  ten  chapters —  we  now  have  fourteen.     It  is  the  duty  of 
each  president  to  attend  at  least  one  meeting  of  each  chapter  during  the  one-year 
term  of  office.     Occasionally  there  will  arise  some  circumstances  making  this 
impossible .     At  such  times,   a  vice  president  or  past  president  is  called  on  to 
represent  the  president.     In  addition  there  are  four  association  meetings  included 
in  the  circuit.     They  are  the  Virginia  Medical  Society,    Virginia  Dental  Association, 
Virginia  Pharmaceutical  Association,   and  the  Southern  Medical  Society. 

There  are  three  Board  meetings  a  year  plus  sometimes  numerous  meetings  of  the 
executive  committee.     The  Association  president  is  elected  for  a  one-year  term  of 
office  which  is  always  a  busy,   exciting,   and  rewarding  year.     The  opportunity  to 
visit  the  chapters,   see  old  friends  and  become  better  acquainted  with  our  alumni 
is  a  most  pleasant  and  rewarding  experience.     I  am  confident  that  all  of  us  who 
have  had  the  privilege  of  serving  as  president  of  our  Alumni  Association  look  back 
on  the  experience  with  a  feeling  of  nostalgia  and  gratitude  to  the  officers  and 
members  of  the  chapters  for  the  warm  reception  and  splendid  cooperation  we  received 
as  we  traveled  around  the  circuit.

Dear  Alumnus: 

The  English  translation  from  the  Latin  for  alma  mater  is  'fostering 
mother'.  How  appropriately  this  describes  the  institution  of  higher 
learning  which  made  such  physical  and  mental  demands  upon  us  while 
we  were  entrusted  to  her  care  during  those  years  of  training  here  at 
MCV/VCU.  The  affection  being  returned  to  this  fostering  mother   is 
best  exemplified  by  those  who,  having  become  voting  members  of  the 
MCV  Alumni  Association,  choose  to  continue  this  support  not  only  fi- 
nancially but  also  by  becoming  involved  to  the  extent  possible  in 
alumni  activities . 

There  is  no  more  rewarding  experience  than  attending  the  annual 
brunch  to  honor  the  fifty  year  and  prefifty  year  graduates  and  seeing 
first  hand  their  collective  sense  of  pride  in  their  school  and  the  MCV 
Alumni  Association.   Only  a  small  percentage  of  our  14,000  living  mem- 
bers can  recall  MCV's  historical  development,  an  example  of  which  was 
described  by  Dr.  Harry  Lyons  on  which  he  spoke  (Scarab,  Class  of  1923, 
22(2)  1973)  of  the  transition  from  two  or  three  buildings  with  scant 
equipment,  poorly  lighted  and  heated,  to  one  of  our  country's  greatest 
health  centers  within  a  university  complex.   Comments  from  these 
'pioneers'  are  replete  with  praise  for  their  teachers  and  what  MCV  has 
meant  to  them.   Should  we  now  show  less  esprit  de  corps  than  those  who 
showed  us  the  way?  Why  not  let  your  president  and  alumni  officers  know 
that  you  want  to  be  included  in  all  of  the  activities  of  our  multi- 
disciplinary,  independent  association  by  your  active  participation  and 
support.  We  need  your  loyalty  NOW,  perhaps  more  than  any  time  in  our 
87-year  history.

1908  William  R.  Wallace  (M)  of  Chester, 
South  Carolina,  died  on  April  29.  He  was 
one  of  the  founders  of  the  Chester  Sanato- 
rium and  started  his  practice  in  internal 
medicine  and  obstetrics  there.  He  was  a  past 
president  of  the  South  Carolina  Medical 
Association.  Doctor  Wallace  served  as  vice 
president  of  the  Alumni  Association  in  1917. 

1909  Jesse  F.  Coltrane  (D)  of  Zebulon, 
North  Carolina,  died  on  July  28.  He  prac- 
ticed dentistry  there  for  50  years. 

1915  Cyril  Iredel  Sease  (M)  of  Richmond, 
Virginia,  died  on  June  29.  Doctor  Sease,  a 
surgeon,  retired  in  1970.  He  served  as  presi- 
dent of  the  staff  of  Retreat  Hospital  for  a 
number  of  years.

Ephedrine,  in  presence  of  severe  heart  disease,  extreme  hypertension, 
and  in  hyperthyroidism.  Phenobarbital,  in  porphyria  and  in  patients  with 
known  phenobarbital  sensitivity.  Potassium  Iodide,  in  pregnancy  (to  protect  the 
fetus  against  possible  iodine-induced  depression  of  thyroid  activity),  in  tubercu- 
losis (produces  gumma  dissolution),  and  in  acne;  also  in  the  presence  of  known 
iodide  sensitivity.  PRECAUTIONS:  Aminophylline/Theophylline  should  be 
avoided   in   patients  with   massive  myocardial  damage   and/or  severe  cardiac 


arrhythmias.  In  children,  overdose  may  cause  vomiting,  cardiac  arrhythmias, 
and  severe  agitation.  Ephedrine  should  be  used  with  caution  in  the  presence  of 
severe  cardiac  disease,  particularly  arrhythmias  and  angina  pectoris;  avoid  in 
hyperthyroidism  and  severe  hypertension.  Phenobarbital  may  be  habit-forming. 
Avoid  overdosage.  Potassium  Iodide:  Discontinue  in  the  presence  of  skin  rash, 
swelling  of  the  eyelids  and  severe  frontal  headache.  Long  use  may  cause  goiter. 
ADVERSE  REACTIONS:  Aminophylline  Theophylline  may  cause  nausea, 
cardiac  arrhythmias,  and  aggravate  severe  myocardial  disease.  It  may  cause 
headaches  and  tachycardia.  Vomiting  and  dizziness  are  not  uncommon.  Ephed- 
rine: In  patients  hypersensitive  to  CNS  stimulation,  ephedrine  may  cause  nerv- 
ousness, tachycardia,  extrasystole  and  ventricular  arrhythmias.  May  cause  uri- 
nary retention,  especially  in  the  presence  of  partial  prostatic  obstruction. 
Psychoneurosis  may  be  aggravated.  Pre-existing  anginal  pain  will  be  aggra- 
vated. Phenobarbital  may  produce  severe  skin  rash.  Avoid  overdosage.  May  be 
habit-forming.  Potassium  Iodide  may  cause  nausea.  Over  very  long  period  of 
use,  iodides  cause  goiter.  Discontinue  if  patient  develops  skin  rash,  eye  irrita- 
tion, eyelid  swelling,  or  severe  frontal  headache.
